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FROM THE MANAGING EDITOR 


The fall in the value ee the Australian dollar 
is bad news for the Australian model railway fra- 
ternity. Even the modeller who scratchbuilds 
only local prototypes will be affected as so many 
items are imported, such as rail, motors and other 
bits and pieces. Although the news media has 
mainly concentrated on the fall as against the 
US dollar, our currency has also fallen against 
most other currencies as well, although to a lesser 
extent. 
the humble pound stirling! Brass imports from 
Japan and Korea will also be affected. Well, I 
Suppose we will just have to grin and bear it! 

Now for another serious matter. I am becom- 
ing very concerned in the renewal of the East 
versus the West cold war. No, I am not talking 
about the world scene, but the AMRA. The letter 
in Pop Valve from Frank Sheeran touches on this 
matter. Firstly, members in the East must remem- 
ber views expressed by some WA members are their 
own views and are not official views of the Branch. 
It is coming to the stage that WA members are 
embarrassed when visiting the East in two ways - 
they are barraged on what they think of the views 
of these vocal members and, in some cases, feel 
obliged to apologise. 

I quote from a letter I received from a WA 
member - ‘Unfortunately some folk only put pen 
to paper when they wish to complain or winge. 
Honest, we are not all like that over here.' 

At the same time, a letter was received by 
some WA members attacking, among other things, 
the contents of Branchline. 

Continued attacks on the West Australian 
membership will only serve to further alienate 
those members who previously did not strongly 
Support some of the views expressed. 

To help avoid any further unpleasantness, 
letters in Journal will only be published if they 
relate to modelling. I personally regret having 
to take this action, but this is quite clearly 
the wish of the great majority of members. 

Any members wanting to take issue with the 
running of the Association should take it up 
through their State Committee of Management. 


Surely, the matter that unites us, our love 
of model railways, is much greater than the matters 


‘that divide us.

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NOTES ON R RECENT CHANGES TO IMPORT DUTIES: 


Up until 1/7/83, all model 
to have been classified along with toys 
import duty. (tariff) dependent 
upon its country of origin. Goods imported from 
countries (Europe, USA, Japan, etc) 
were subject to a tariff .of approximately 30% 
(the exact figure is no longer of any relevance). 

Goods imported. from ‘developing’ countries 
Korea, Taiwan, Singapore, etc) were 
subject to a tariff of only 22%. 

From. this date, a tariff concession was grant- 


ed, such that the 30% tariff was reduced to 22 


on goods as shown in. Paragraph 1, i.e. scale model 
construction kits, except those containing balsa 
wood, railway rolling stock and:lineside structures 
and working models as described in 1] (c), which 
were then subject to 20% tariff. 

Tariff on all items. in paragraph 3 a to (e) 
were also dropped from 30% to 22. 

These tariff:.concession orders were declared 

paragraph 1 21/5/84. and paragraph 3 6/3/84. 
Both orders were revoked 12/9/84, and replaced 
by. the concession orders as shown in paragraphs 
2 and 4, which both show dates of operation as 
being 1/7/83, and dates of declaration 12/9/84.

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What effect will be seen in ‘on the shelf' 


prices? 
Precious little can be expected. Retail 
prices move slowly, whether it be up or down, 


and it is not a matter of 'them' ripping us off. 
When prices go up, ‘them' will normally sell goods 
at the old price until stock is exhausted - new 
stock, new price. When prices go down, existing 
stock cannot be sold at the new lower price unless 
‘them’ want to go out of business. 

Tariff and sales tax paid at higher levels 
between the date of operation and the date of 
declaration of tariff concessions can be claimed 
as a refund, but this process usually takes a 
very long time, so it is unrealistic to expect 
any sign of refunds to show in retail prices. 

Journal 165 makes mention of a 26.48% sales 
tax due to some ‘magic formula' applied by customs. 
This demonstrates a singular lack of knowledge 
or straight out ignoring the facts by one who 
has previously stated that he almost bought a 
hobby shop. Sales Tax is levied at the relevant 
rate, on the last wholesale price of the goods. 
If goods are imported by a person or company which 
does not have a sales tax number, a _ percentage 
mark-up is added to the declared value, to estab- 
lish a 'wholesale' value for the purpose of calcu- 
lating sales tax. 

Typical values are as follows: 

Declared value + % tariff + 20% mark-up + 20% sales 
tax 


Don't forget, tariffs have alterred, both 
up and down, but since late last year, the value 
of the Australian Dollar has depreciated, not 


only against the US Dollar, but against virtually 
all other currencies as well (except, may be, 
the NZ Dollar). At the time of writing this, 
$US1 costs around $Al1.5. 


Since imports are mostly paid for in US 
Dollars, for the time being, at least, don't ex- 


pect, and definitely don’t demand price reductions. 
If we are lucky, prices may hold where they are 
for a bit longer, before showing the effects of 
Sustained devaluation, and it won't be model rail- 
way goods only that increase in price. 

If you want the best prices for your model 


railway equipment, patronise your local hobby 
shop. The more turnover they get, the keener 
the price they can give, and/or the wider the 


range of stock they can carry. 

The Sydney grapevine currently bears rumours 
of four model railway shops/business up for sale 
in 1986. This does not auger well for the future 
of our hobby. 

I can go back 20 years when Sydney had two 
model railway shops of any note. Detailing and 
scratchbuilding parts were extremely hard to come 
by. One often had to resort to mail order, either 
to the Dockyard or overseas, and often times you 
wouldn't know whether the goods were what was 
wanted or not, until they actually arrived. 
Price lists were either unillustrated or not dimen- 
Sioned which makes if damned hard to pick US or 
4 mm scale British parts to use of 3.5 mm scale 
NSWGR models. This is one experience that I 
for one don't need to go through again. 

While talking about 'rip offs', let me throw 
in a few figures which apply generally to imported 
goods: 

Importer/wholesaler into store cost - includes 
POB price, freight, insurance, customs clearance, 
local transport, storage, maybe sales tax 


Selling price - costs as above with a mark-up 
of 15-50%, depending on the likely length of time 
before all the goods will besold. Note - 15- 
50% are the minimum rates for survival. If sales 
tax was paid on entry, the sales tax is included 
in the sum to be ‘marked up', otherwise it is 


calculated on selling price. 
Retailer's selling price - wholesale price as 
above, plus sales tax, if not paid on entry, plus 
a mark-up of 30-100Z, depending on the length 
of time the goods will likely be held in stock. 
Sounds terrific doesn't it? 
But, just remember, any spare cash you have, 
you no doubt deposit with a bank or building soci- 


ety, expecting a return of 10% or better. The 
average small business in Australia, including 
hobby shops, is doing exceptionally well these 


days to achieve a 6% return on funds employed. 

Should you ever feel tempted to shout ‘rip 
off', just remember, most people in this business 
would make more money by selling out and putting 
their funds in the bank. 

Getting back to tariffs again, those 
model Australian prototypes will, no doubt, 
‘what is Federal COM going to do about it?". 

The. short answer is ‘nothing’. If we can 
determine which of the local manufacturers objected 
to an overall reduction in tariffs, we may be 
able to convince them to drop their opposition. 
The Federal COM depends on you members out there 
to help come up with names. 

With all due respect to the manufacturer 
who wrote in a recent issue of AMRM, concerning 
tariffs, personal experience in the electronics/ 
computer industry is that a local manufacturer 
does not have to show that he can manufacture 
the same or equivalent product, simply have the 
ability to manufacture, and protection will be 
granted. 

Let's hope the next issue of Journal contains 
some modelling information.

Among all the underground systems in operation 
today, that of London is the most extensive, with 
252 miles (406 kilometres) and 279 stations. 
It has some 600 trains of over 4000 carriages 
and carries more than 600 million passengers each 
year.

The 1985 Competition saw a record entry of 
39 models of very high standard. Here is a selec- 
tion of some of the models, including the award 
winners in each section. 


The Best Rolling Stock award was won by Philip Dunn 


for his VR IB wooden open wagon. The model is 
of styrene construction. The axleguards = and 
buffers were cast in typemetal from Philip's own 
patterns. 


This VR U van in HO scale was scratchbuilt by 
18 year old modeller Darryl Bettess using a card- 
board box with thin strips of card as _ louvres 
mounted on a Hornby underframe. A feature of 
the model is the hand painted advertising using 
Humbrol paints. 


Another kit entry was this GSV NSWGR sheep van 
in HO scale. The kit is a Camco kit brush painted 
with Polly S paint.

Highly Commended was awarded 
to Andrew Turnbull for his 
1/35 scale freelance narrow 
gauge railway maintenance 
shed. The building was 
based on the plate layers 
hut at Maiden Newton, England. 
The walls were constructed 
from board by board stripwood, 
the main roof was cardboard 
and paper, the floor scribed 
card, the chimney individual 
cut paper bricks over card, 
while the floor was scribed 
card. 


This loco in EM gauge was re- 
built from a Hornby Hall by 
Roger Howell. All boiler 
detail was replaced and the 
centre splashers and smoke box 
was remodelled. All the 
underframe detail was replaced 
including Ultrascale wheels 
and scratchbuilt connecting 
rods and couplings. 


The Fybren Models award for 
an Australian manufactured 
kit was won by John McClure 
for his VR U van. This is a 
BGM kit with BGM shunter's 
steps and brake wheels, de- 
cals, Maygib bearings and 
Casula 10.5 mm disc wheels 
(23.8 mm axles). 


This is an HOn234 scratchbuilt 
model of an SP narrow gauge 
workman's carriage, construct- 
ed by Tony Walsham.

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WHAT’S “NEW” IN NEW SOUTH WALES 


by 'David Hill' (alias Philip Morgan) 
Classic Models Brass SRA 81 Class 

The latest offering in brass NSW locos from 
Casula Hobbies, the 81 class is at least equal 
in quality to the standard of brass locos currently 
being imported from Samhongsa. According to 
the Clyde Engineering drawings of the 81, all 
detail is accurately represented on the model 
with one notable exception - the pilots have only 
two brake hoses, whereas on the prototype there 
are seven brake/air hoses. 

Pulling power is strong and truly represent- 
ative of the prototype. The model hauled 18 
Lima 'TAM' sized carriages up a 1 in 30 S curve 
without incurring any problems. The loco started 
the same load on the same grade, again without 
wheel slip. 

Provided in the box are spares, such as body 
screws and bogie springs. Also provided are 
the Clyde builder's plates (painted) and decals 
for the loco numbers. The modeller is advised 
to check the particular loco number being modelled 
as against the prototype, since the position of 
builder's plates varies between individual locos. 

One suggestion - the decals provided for 
the numbers are very fine and tend to show up 
the red paint beneath them when dry. If pre- 
ferred, add another decal over the numbers to 
hide the red completely and make the numbers a 
brilliant white.

TRAX Models SRA 48 Class Loco 

By now most of you will have either heard 
about the TRAX 48 class, or made comments of your 
own. Personally, on the positive side, I feel 
that the bodywork of the model cannot be faulted, 
judging by the Data Sheet and original Goodwin 
drawings. For the more serious modeller, it 
lends itself ideally to Super-detailing or kit 
bashing to an SA/ANR/AN 830 class without too 
much. effort. On the negative side, one general 
comment is warranted. It would seem that some 
do not run as well as they should - or as well 
as we would like them to. I do not intend to 
become involved in a mud—slinging match here, 
rather I would like to offer a few simple sug- 
gestions as to how to overcome these problems. 
It should be stressed that not all of these prob- 
lems are common to all of the models, rather they 
are a culmination of various difficulties being 
experienced with some of them, 


Footnote 


After making some of these modifications, 
I took my 48 down to the Clubrooms and gave it 
a run around Hawkesbury. It hauled five Lima TAMs 
for 80 minutes - non-stop - with a minimum of 
effort (Hawkesbury has two very steep gradients). 


REMEDY 


Remove bogie frame from power bogie, re- 
verse contact wires | 


Needs running in. Turn loco upside down, 
attach wires to pickup axles, let run for 
three minutes in either direction. 


Add Greas-em to gears. 


Ensure tyres are centered on wheel 


Lighten load. Remember, 48s are not, pro- 
totypically, designed to haul the same as 
8ls. 


Move wires to top of motor unit. 


Remove pickup wheels, open up holes either 
side of frame to allow wheels to turn more 
freely. 


Bend pickups slightly upwards - CAREFULLY. 


Bend pickups through 90° so that pickup is 
on back of wheel rather than on top of 
flange. 


Paint inside of body black. 
Remove — carefully - with track rubber. 


Soak loco in mild solution of Caustic Soda 
for about 30 minutes, then use small brush 
(e.g. toothbrush) to remove remainder of 
paint.

COMMENTS ON LIMA AND TRAX LOCOS

I have bought Lima locos (specifically 44 
class) since 1983, and have recently bought a 
Trax 48. In spite of many adverse comments, 
I have had few problems with any, so long as modi- 
fications are carried out. Let's have a _ look 
at five locos and their histories.

1 4468 (Lima) 


Bought in 1983 and renumbered with MnJ numbers 
As bought, the wings were round the 
wrong way, the angle of the front wings pointing 
right instead of left. The wings and numbers 
were removed with a track rubber, new decals added 
and Solvasetted. The loco pulled a reasonable 
train, but when too much. Wahl oil was applied 
to the layout, some of the oil got under the tyres 
and most traction was lost. I weighted the loco,

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and then hit on the idea of supergluing the tyres... 
I superglued*~ 
but not on, the 


onto the wheels (big boo boo!). 
six or so 5/16th nuts around,. 
power bogie, the loco could then pull a bigger 
train. 

Now for the revelation! A Victorian Branch 
member hit on the idea of casting two 2 oz weights 
that would attach to the motor housing, and sub- 
stitute Fleischmann tyres in place of Lima's tyres. 
Tests on a4& grade at Victorian Branch were sur- 
prising. The modified loco (an S class), pulled 
32 mixed Lima coaches - no word of lie -— 32 coaches 
up that grade. It would have pulled more, but 
we only had 32 available. 

| I'll cast my own weights using Walthers. Temp- 
low. This melts at approximately 160°F. For 
the moment, only the tyres have been replaced, 
but the isco Wild: Stil. aos upwards of 30 bogie 
wagons.

more weight and new tyres. Will now haul full 
load easily, and may pull a seven-carriage set 
if the projected Sydney-Melbourne XPT is made 
up this way. | 


4 4469 (Lima) 


Only a couple of months old, retyred and 
weighted. A bit too early to have any problems, 
but I doubt it will. 


5 4892 (Trax) 


At the 1985 Beclone eehd pacion, it. pulled 
23 four wheelers, and also the. same load up that 
previously mentioned 42% grade. All I have done 
to it is some minor paintwork and an alteration 
from Mark 1 4827 to Mark 3 4892, adding battery 
boxes to the short. hood and a piece of plastic 
to the roof. 7 

I have had no trouble at .all. It doesn't 
like dead frogs or dirty track. So long as the 
wheels and track are clean (something that should 
be done before each running session anyway), . I 
have had no problems. 

Now, let's look at points pertaining to all

| Bodywork 
The 48 is excellent, AMRM's DL531 article 


shows very minor differences, not enough to warrant 
any alterations. 

44s have been with us for years, and I haven't 
heard any bad comments yet.

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The XPT is purely a repaint, but the paintwork 
makes up:for that. This model is probably respon- 
sible for bringing a whole heap of youngsters 
into the hobby. 


Z Running Qualities 

The 48 is a noisy beast, at least I can hear 
it in tunnels. -I liken the sound to a cross 
between a Volkswagen and a Victa! If my 48 will 
pull 23 wagons, I don't think I need to put any 
more weight in it. 

The 44 is a nice, quiet mech after running 
Lis It will only pull a decent load with more 
weight and/or new tyres. 


3 Wheel Standards . 

On both locos to European standards. All 
my locos .just manage to run through Shinohara 
Code 100 pointwork, with just a small bumping 
motion. You'd be in trouble with Code 70 though. 

On the 48, once the bogie side frames have 
been unclipped, you will see that the wheels and 
axles can be removed. It should be easy to sep- 
arate the wheels and axles and substitute RP25 
wheels on the Trax axles. Naturally the pick 
up wipers 
the smaller wheels. 

Trouble with the 44 though. The trailing 
bogie is okay, but the wheels on the power bogie 
will need to be carefully removed and turned down. 
The trouble is the gear attached to two driving 
wheels. The flanges can be reduced, and _ the 
tyre width can be narrowed, with the loss of trac- 
tion tyres. The cast weights on the motor housing 
should restore most of the traction.

By the time you've dragged your weary and 
protesting eyes beyond the first few lines of 
this missive you could be forgiven for thinking:

dent. conjures) and all other sundry souls who 
associate themselves with the production of such 
tomes as Journal. : 

Stretching the indulgence of the long suffer- 
ing editorial staff, now that the long and eagerly 
awaited improvement in the printing quality of 
Journal - photos aside - has taken place, and, 
perhaps more importantly, the editorial philosophy 
appears to have detached itself sufficiently from 
the Federal Committee to attract some respect, 


I am prepared to take up the gauntlet thrown down 
by one Ern Raddatz in Pop Valve, Journal 165, 
and put my creative pen where my mouth. hath been, 
at least as far as 4 mm/ft scale modelling of 
British prototype is concerned. | 

I could even be persuaded to write a series 
of articles in line with the suggestions of the 
Managing Editor in Journal 165, but 'twould concern 
modelling with SCALEFOUR.. and. 18.83 mm gauge in 
mind, Roger, not EM! ~~. ' | re. 

In the meantime, however, what follows can 
only be regarded as a foreword, as an introduction. 
For which you have to thank Mr Makin of Queensland 
who, in Pop Valve, Journal 165, opened his mouth 
and stuck his banana into it. Oward, then, into 
the yawning chasm of fine scale, but via some 
history..... —— 

In additional to being a senior television 
operations officer with dear old Aunty, I'm a 
writer of documentary and dramatic film and tele- 


vision scripts, works of prose and, of course, 
For three years I was the WA Chairman ~ 
of the Australian Writers’ Guild, a professional 


articles. 


trade union. - 
I joined the AMRA in 1981 after having had 


a break of some 22 years from 'playing trains’, 


the break coming when the curves on the girls - 


Started to look better than the ones on the Triang 
set track. 

So, imagine the surprise on your. faces when 
you learn that at the three WA Branch exhibitions 
held since 1981, my three different layouts (one 
in N gauge and two to EM standards) have been 
voted second, first and third, respectively, in 
the competitions held for the Bill Gardner Cup 
awarded to The Best Model of a Railway. 

I have another new layout ready for this 
year's exhibtion; this layout being built ‘to 
P4 standards with a gauge of 18.83 mm and to 
4 mm/ft scale. 

"At last", ses you, "he's getting on with it!" 

Right, but just what does all that high falut- 
ing millimetric pontification actually mean? 

Well, modelling to a gauge of 18.83 mm simply 
means that the track and the wheel profiles have, 
at 4 mm/ft scale, been accurately reproduced to 
that scale in order to create the conditions where- 
by one may achieve the best possible running, 
performance and appearance of locomotives’ and 
rolling stock. | | 

That is all. 
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ONE MAN’S MEAT 


And the same applies to any other scale/gauge 
relationship where the track and wheel profiles 
are correctly and accurately matched, Certainly 


there are other factors involved, such as compen- 


Sation and/or spinging, choice of motor and = = gear- 
ing, adequate -electrical pick-up, weighting of 
stock, type of controller employed, etc. 

But the basics remain the matching of ' scale 
of the track and the wheel profiles, Without 
that the best running, despite all the other acces- 
Ssories, is unlikely to be achieved. 

In 00, for instance, there appears to be 
an almost arbitrary figure which encompasses a 
vast range of variables and has thus acquired 
the tag ‘coarse scale', whilst the finer, but 
Still inaccurate EM gauge of 18.2 mm improves 
the appearance and the running, but. still has 
excessive 'slop' to accommodate the OO rtr wheels 
the system allows for, thereby eliminating the 
improved reliability that one Single set of correct 
Standards can achieve. 

And before the smugness of the apparently 
rampant eastern 3.5 mm/ft HO rtr afficianadoes 
becomes apparent, I put it to you that if you 
care to check both your rail and wheel profiles 
and parameters you, too, will find them sadly 
lacking. | 


But modelling to a gauge of 18.83 mm does 
not mean that I am a (and I quote the words from 
Journal 165): 

",..modeller par excellence and thus well 

qualified to inform others". 

(unquote) = 

What, then, does it mean? Well, it means 
that I build my own track, including pointwork; 
it means that I can buy very little in the rtr 
category that doesn't require the same expenditure 
of effort to convert as that devoted to the con- 
struction of a kit; it means that I deal almost 
exclusively with the UK as regards the ‘supply 
of locomotives, rolling stock and the myriad of 
‘bits’ that go with them, although I do obtain 
some items of 'trackside' from local suppliers 
when - 

a they have them; and 
Db the price they are charging is slightly less 
than than that paid for Australia II. 

It also means that I get an awful lot of 
fun and satisfaction from doing it my way. 

And if you don't from doing it your way, 
then it's time to get out. 

But why is it that people like Mr Makin insist 
on affording God-like qualities to those of us 


who prefer to model our track and our wheels to 


an accurate reduction in scale from the’ prototype? 
; There is, after all, no mystery about 18.83 mm 

gauge modelling. Incidentally, just for accuracy, 
I'm a member of the SCALEFOQUR SOCIETY, not Proto- 
four. If anyone out there wants any further 
information, please don't hesitate to contact 
me. PO Box 8, Willeton WA 6155. 

No, there's no mystery, just four simple, 
accurate gauges: 
] Track gauge 
2 Crossing flangeway gauge 
3 Checkrail gauge | 
4 Wheel back-to-back gauge 

These four, combined with printed templates, 
intelligence, common sense, the manual, a soldering 
iron. and some tools from K-Mart's Dollar Days 
Sale will unlock and dismiss the alledged omni- 
potent mystery to reveal the magic. 
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Couple that with the veritable avalanche 
of items specifically designed to provide the 
accurate modeller with the wherewithall to accur- 
ately model and one finds that the conversions 
to fine scale modelling doth grow apace. 

Taking wheels as an example, the range avail- 
able from sources such as Mike Sharman, Alan Gib- 
son, Ultrascale and Kean-Maygib suggests that 
one has to be modelling something very odd indeed 
(Mr Raddatz in Pop Valve, Journal 165, suggests 
NSW railways - perhaps Mr Makin would care to 
nominate banana ones?) to be unable to wheel either 
your locomotives or your rolling stock. 

It is, however, in the area of locomotive 
and rolling stock kits that the real value of 
modelling British shows its true, empirically 
Superior, face. No more must your layout bear 
little difference to the one next to it at the 
exni bition. Pure company modelling, even pre- 
grouping, is an achievable aim for anyone who 
is prepared to wield either a soldering iron or 
a tube of superglue/five minute epoxy. 

And this veritable wonderland of choice is 
available by air from the UK at only 2% customs 
duty, which is an awful lot cheaper than you can 
buy rtr here, and, what's more, my experience 
has been delivery in an average 14 days from des- 
patch of order. to receipt of kit with 10 days 
being a not unusual occurrence. 

Such has been the impact of fine scale 4 mm/ft 
modelling in the UK that more and more kit manu- 
facturers are producing their kits with the spec-— 
ifics of 18.83 mm gauge modelling firmly in mind, 
Simultaneously, of course, accommodating both 
OO and EM. 

But, I hear you cry: "Why?" 

To answer that, firstly permit me to be boring 
and reiterate: In any scale/gauge combination 
if the rail and wheel profiles are unmatched, 
then less than excellent running and performance 
will result. I have poven to my own satisfaction 
(and, from the reaction of those WA members who 
attended my recent lecture on the subject, the 
apparent satisfaction of a goodly number of other 
people as well), that the correctly matched rail 
and wheel profiles which have been manufactured 
for 18.83 mm gauge, 4 mm/ft scale modelling im- 
proves measurably the running qualities of loco- 
motives and rolling stock, even, it can be argued, 
beyond that apparently achievable with EM stand- 
ards, to say nothing of the improvement in appear- 
ance. 

Does, then, modelling to 18.83 mm gauge convey 
the mantle of 'modeller par excellence'? Of 
course not! And what rubbish it is to suggest it! 

But the experience of modelling to these 
fine standards does, I submit, cause one to pause 
and ponder the overall philosophy of one's approach 
to modelling. And I would stress that it is 
the individual's approach that is paramount. 
One pursues a hobby for many reasons and mine, 
quite unashamedly, is to attempt ‘to recreate the 
atmosphere of the railway scene I embraced as 
a lad in the north west of England, in Lancashire, 
all those years ago. 

(An England, incidentally, 
resemblance to that ‘continental’ England as repre- 
sented by the cover photo of Journal 165!) 

It's a fanciful. reason, of course. How 
does one live again those never ending summer 
days when the sun beat down on one as one stood 
at Farrington Curve Junction, Ian Allan Locospot- 
ters book and pencil in hand trying to 'cop' four 
engines. all at the same time? 

It's impossible. 

But it is possible to hint at it, to recreate 
an imagination of that atmosphere, of that time 
of wonder and oneness with an era now departed. 


that . recreation. in miniature. 
to do it to scale, with scale steel bullhead rail,

I attempt,..very poorly but to my satisfaction, 
L I simply prefer 


with correctly profiled steel wheels, with the 
rails set at a scale 4'85" apart, with flanges 
and clearances and distances as near as possible 
being exact reductions from the prototype. 

To help. me achieve that end I joined the 
SCALEFOUR SOCIETY and, for paltry (approximately) 
$10 a year fee I receive a bi-monthly magazine, 
bi-monthly manual sheets, access to the stores 
with over 300 items constantly stocked and being 
added to, access to acknowledged specialists for 
advice and the companionship of over 2000 other 
members worldwide who have also discovered the 
real satisfaction that improved running, appearance 
and the crystallisation of their modelling aims 
has brought to them by adopting the almost absolute 
fine scale standards of 18.83 mm gauge, 4 mm/ft 
scale modelling. | ee 

Are there pitfalls in this type and standard 
of modelling? There is one - impatience. But 
that, being universal, is the only ‘coarse’ aspect 
of the fine scale world. : 


In conclusion, I simply demand of my models 
the performance the system gives them the capabil- 
ity of working to, just as I demand performance 
from those who willingly obtain office and then 
for egotistical or, perhaps, even less laudable 
reasons, Cling tenaciously to it.  —

Dreamworld, is located near Coomera, 23. km 
north of Surfer's Paradise in Queensland. Offici- 
ally opened on 15 December 1981, one of the rides 
in this complex was a 3 km circular two foot gauge 
railway. This park is closely styled after Dis- 
neyland in the USA, and this is evident everywhere. 
Service on the railway was initiated with 4-6-0 
Baldwin steam locomotive and three ‘toast rack’ 
Cype carriages, which can accommodate 150 people, 
Recently a Perry O-6-2T locomotive was added to 
the stock and another steam and diesel locomotive 
are maintained. Details of the rolling stock 


follow: 

LOCOMOTIVES 

Baldwin 4-6-0 Steam Locomotive 'Reg Colter' No 4 
Beginning its life as Baldwin locomotive 


Works B/n 45215 of 1916, it was not one of a kind. 
It was only one of -495 similar locomotives for 
service in WwWl, It gained War Department Light 
Railways number 1083. Its first Australian own- 
ers, the Racecourse Sugar Mill at Mackay, obtained 
it through the ESCA Company which Supplied war 
Surplus locomotives to many mills. It worked 
a tram line between Mount Ossa and Silent Grove 
between 1927 and the 1940s. It was out of use 
in 1955, on standby or light duties, after closure 
of the Silent Grove tram line. After this it 
went to the Museum of Historic Engines at Goulbourn 
in NSW. Between 1974 and 1981 it found its way 
to Dreamworld. Modifications to this locomotive 
before entry to service were Significant. These 
included fitting of a new cab, removing side tanks 
(it was a 4-6-OT), adding a tender (using chassis 
from an Isis Mill, ex Tasmanian Government Railways 
Sharp Stewart O-4-2's tender) and addition. of 
details such as false diamond stack, large head- 
light and cowcatcher to make it look like a ‘wild 
west' locomotive. Burns distillate.

TechD’*al details - cylinders 83" x 14", 
driving wheels 22" diameter, BP 150 1b, TE 5150 1b.

Perry O-6-2T Steam Locomotive 


Built be Perry Engineering Company of Gawler, 
SA, in 1951 as B/n 5643.51.1, it went to Bingera 
Mill outside Bundaberg, Queensland, as 'Perry'. 
After being placed out of service in 1967, it 
went to the Goulbourn Museum in NSW during 1974, 
Its stay was short and it soon went to Mr R Simpson 
in Sydney for private preservation, It was ac- 
quired by Dreamworld in 1982/83. Burns coal 
and wood, but to be converted to distillate.

Technical details - cylinders 10" x 14", 
driving wheels 28", weight 18 tons. Livery is 
Similar to the Baldwin, but with the addition 
of dark olive green on some areas it is a very 
unconvincing ‘Wild West' locomotive, and the small 
cowcatcher helps this. 


John Fowler O-4-0 WT Steam Locomotive 

This locomotive is a _ static 
representing a logging locomotive. But originally 
as Fowler's No 16249 in 1925, it was the first 
locomotive to operate for the Rocky Point Sugar 
Mill at Wooloogba between Beenleigh and the sea 
in south east Queensland. The company's only 
tram line extended from the mill to Norwell, a 
distance of five miles. Since closure of the 
tram line in 1951, the only track operated has 
been a circuit around the mill for unloading. 


Subsequently, the locomotive was out of use 
in 1951, and never has’ steamed since; it was 
sold to the Brisbane scrap merchants, Beier and 
Ridgeway in the same year, but was not collected. 
It was kept at the mill until 1959 when it was 
sold to the Pleasure Island Tramway of Surfers 
Paradise. This venture, however, collapsed, 
and by 1962 it was at the Gilltrap's Auto Museum 
at Kirra, Queensland. It was loaned to the mill 
for its centenary celebrations in 1976 and returned 
by 1979, It then went back to the mill for dis-

Simplex Diesel Mechanical Locomotive 


This engine was purchased from the Kalamia 
Mill at Ayr, Queensland, in 1983, for work train 


service. It carries Simplex builders number 21543 
in 1956, being a 4wDM (four-wheel diesel mech- 
anical)., 
Carriages 

Six currently in service of two different 
types. Three are of the covered toastrack type 


mentioned before; these are close copies of those 
used at Disneyland. The three latest carriages 
are of the open gondala type with around the sides 
Seating. All cars built new for Dreamworld. 
Some wagons are also maintained for work trains 
and skeletal log wagons for behind the John Fowler 
for display.

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The ride around the track is not slow, espec- 
ially with the Baldwin and a ride in the open 
cars behind this loco can be exciting. 


Conclusion 

This attraction is quite popular, and one 
train is in service at all times. During busy 
times, a second train is pressed into service 
to handle the crowds. The real life, full size 
tail chasing is quite thrilling for the steam 
enthusiast and photographer. Some may consider 
its worth the admission price to just ride the 
train, on which rides are unlimited. However, 
the admission price covers all rides and attrac- 
tions, except the roller coaster. There are 


many attractions at Dreamworld for those not train 
freaks and the normal person could find it hard 
going seeing and doing everything in one day. 


Modelling Possibilities 


HO or OO scale modellers could use 9 mm track 
and associated parts to construct a Dreamworld 
train on their layout. The easiest way to model 
this set up would be in 0Q-16.5 (as the English 
call it), using 16.5 mm track in O scale (7 mm = 
1 foot). A wide range of parts is available 
for modellers in this scale. In Model Railway 
Constructor, February 1983, a 7 mm plan of the 
Baldwin, as built, is featured. In this magazine, 
ABS construction kits offers this loco in a white 
metal kit.

Histories, test reports and anecdotes are 
included, even for the ‘Leader’ and the turf burner 
projects, along with a few photographs including 
a classic school photo of the great man himself. 
This book tells us of what might have been if

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ANSWERS TO THE TRAIN TEASERS 
poet NE A RALN LEADERS 


1 Built to a design of great dignity and sim- 
plicity during 1851-1852 by Lewis Cubitt (1799- 
1883). | 


2 On 2 December 1978 at 6.55 am, 'The Albany 
Progress’ arrived in Perth, ending over 80 years 
of regular rail passenger services on the Great 
Southern Railway and closing an era of overnight 
Narrow gauge passenger trains within WA, 


3 The Oystermouth Railway, also known as the 
Swansea and Mumbles Railway, began passenger ser- 
vices on 25 March 1807, horse drawn of course. 
Passenger services ceased on 5 January 1960. 
The last trains to run on the line were in fact 
the largest double deck tramcars ever. 


4 In 1952 when the X class were first intro- 
duced to service, 48 names were selected for the 
Class; 47 tribal names and an Aboriginal Chief's 
name were chosen. The Chief's name was 'Yalagonga' 
and it was decided that his name be placed on 
the leader of the X class locomotives, No X1001.,

Model Railroading in Small Spaces, by Paul 


Garrison does include a fair amount of material 
about modelling in general, of course. It still 
does raise many of the problems we all face just 
simply because of lack of space, including espec- 
ially the need to plan down to the fraction of 
an inch in the vertical direction, to make over- 
passes possible, for instance. A good, useful 
book for any modeller, but especially those working

the area, has something to do with it. Still, 
1t is interesting, not least because the line 
was sought to save the Corowa farmers, just on 


the New South Wales side of the border, from having 


to pay customs duties to get their produce to 
market, the nearest market being Melbourne, of 
course. A nice booklet, some photos’ dredged 
from attics; a necessary recording of a line 


which still exists, but is rarely worked. 
Another pretty collection of Australian photo- 


graphs is Michael Sharland's Vintage Railways, 
published by Mercury Newspaper, Hobart. Not 
Surprisingly, Tasmanian shots predominate, but 


there are enough others to keep me happy. What- 
ever your interest in Australian steam, it could 
well be worth your taking a look at this collec- 
tion. 

Something completely different; Methuen 
has published David Burke's Kings of the Iron 
Horse, really two biographies in the one volume, 
both of CME's in Australian railways. It's fas- 
cinating. Of Alf Smith it was said "In the first 
30 years of this century, the Victorian Railways 
added to its motive power fleet well over 500 
engines, for the design of which Mr Smith was 
very definitely chiefly responsible”. His only 
qualification was as a draftsman, but he was skill- 
ed in watercolours and oils, in astronomy (he 
ground his own lenses) and model building, both 
of ships and locomotives; some of the latter 
are in the National Museum. When he spoke of 
design, he spoke in terms an artist would under- 
Stand. And always, the credit for his achieve- 
ments was passed to his staff. A fascinating man. 

Fred Shea was one of his protegees, recom- 
mended by him to the position of CME in South 
Australia at the age of 32. More than any other, 
he seems to have been responsible for the big 
brute American image of SA Railways. In the 
War he helped in aviation production and mainten- 
ance, later fought for the uniform gauge, later 
still... It really is worth reading. We're 
grateful to Train World who donated this copy. 

Speaking of donations, I have a _ batch of 
books, more than I'll be able to cover in this 
one column, all thanks to Ern Raddatz, who is 
Clearing out his library. Here are a few of 
the delights. 


The Lynton and Barnstaple Railway by G A Brown 


and others tells of a well loved narrow gauge 
English line, a delight to many modellers. "Post- 
cards of the locomotives and carriages...and of 
the terminus perched on a cliff-top at Lynton 
were best sellers before even the term ‘railway 
enthusiast' was invented."

From the Federal COM in reply to Paul Kehoe's 
“fetter in Journal 164, regarding various matters. 

Let me preface this reply with an 'old wise 
saying': ‘Ensure that the brain is in gear before 
setting the mouth in motion’, likewise a corollary 
to this: ‘read what is written, before shoving 
one's foot in one's mouth’. 

With regard to Paul's second paragraph, this 
was, for ‘'censored' read 'edited' for two reasons. 
Firstly, as printed in Journal 165, we are leaving 
it to Paul to make explanations. Secondly, for 
such a learned scholar of our Constitution, Paul 
insists in addressing matters, and referring to, 
some non-existent being called a FEDCOM, which 
in all cases the Editor either deletes, or rewrites 
(censors) as the Federal COM which is referred 
to in the AMRA Constitution.

While on the subject of overseas purchasing, 
there are times when this is an absolute necessity; 


especially if one follows an obscure prototype 
as I do. . 
Precision Paints of the UK manufacture a 


range of paints for railways and bus lines, includ- 
ing those for the SNCF and the mainline companies 
that became that system. There is an agent for 
that manufacturer in Australia, but could one 
expect him to get in the range of colours for 
the French private companies with little chance 
of selling them? He may be able to sell one 
or two tins of Paris-Orleans railcar blue, but 
he would have to purchase several dozen cans of 
the colour to do that. So that is one case where. 


The importer of Lima is to be poimented in 
that he brings in a reasonably full range of spares 
but the same could not be said for certain other. 
importers. So what does one have to do? Right, 
buy them from a dealer in the country where they 
are made, And it is only a short step from there 
to buying other things from that dealer. 

Another case is when the local distributor 
does not bring in the full range of a particular 
line or lets the range run down. We cannot com- 
plain too much about the range being brought in; 
after all the distributor has to make a living 
and he does not want to stock up on what may not 
sell, even if the item not stocked is what one 
requires. So one again has to find a dealer 
in the appropriate country and maxe one's own 
purchases, unless one is content to limit oneself 
to what the distributor wishes to let one h-ve, 

The case when the distributor lets his range 
run down is the other case in point. When I 
g0 to a hobby shop to purchase ar item of overseas 
manufacture and the dealer has not got it on the 
shelf, I specify that should he wish to get it 
in. for. me he should not backorder it if the dis- 
tributor nas not the item on the shelf; unless 
I am placing | the ordér through the Buffer Stop's 
express ordering service. 

In this event, I go about buying the thing 
I want from overseas myself. I cannot complain 
about the various distrubutors' methods of placing 
their orders with the manufacturers; after all, 
it is their business and they should conduct it 
the way they wish. 

But my reason for going overseas in the above 
event was brought about when I ordered something 
through a local hobby shop. The dealer did not 
have it in stock so he ordered it from the dis- 
tributor who, as it turned out, did not have it 


either. When I enquired when I was likely to 
get the thing I wanted, I was informed about the 
distributor being out of stock and had placed 


it on he list of things to get when he next placed 
an order with the manufacturer. I then asked 
when the item was likely to arrive in Australia, 
and was informed, rather diffidently, in about 
a couple of years due to the time lag of when 
the order was to be placed and the manufacturer 
filling the order and despatching it over here. 

I thanked the dealer nicely and cancelled 
the order. A letter to a dealer overseas, and 
within a few weeks the item required was on my 
layout. That particular overseas shop gets all 
my orders for that particular range of goods now. 
4nd it is a »ractise I follow in ee other 
goods as well. 

There are a number of manufacturers overseas 


whose goods are not brought into Australia by 
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a distributor. After all, he has to limit himself 
to getting in what he thinks would sell. He 
has to make a living, but I do not think there 
is a distributor arrogant or ignorant enough to 
Suggest we should limit ourselves to what is im- 
ported by the distributors. So again we have 
to go overseas ourselves, and again there is the 
temptation to purchase items that are available 
locally after one has established contact with 
an overseas dealer. 

I don't know what the answer to this problem 
is, unless one should consciously limit one's 
overseas purchases to what the local dealer does 
not have on his shelf at the time, and to buy 
from one's local hobby shop if the requirement 
is available here.
